H E R E ’S HOW YOU W IL L PAY 
Back in 1949 Pennsylvania motor­ 
ists were paying a tax of five cents 
for every gallon of gasoline they 
used. They still are paying five 
cents a gallon to the state. In 1949 
they paid $10 for their car registra­ 
tion. They still are paying $10. And 
ten years a g o they they were charged 
$1 for their driver’s license. That 
also is today’s price. 
Does this give you an intimation 
of things to come? 


Motorists in Alabama, Florida, 
Kentucky, Louisana, Maine, M issis­ 
sippi, Nebraska, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, and Tennessee are 
paying a gasoline tax of seven cents 
a gallon. 
In Arkansas, Georgia, Oklahoma, 
Vermont, and Washington it is 6-1/2 
cents a gallon. 
There are twenty-one states, in­ 
cluding New York and California, 
and the District of Columbia which 
assess the motorist six cents a 
gallon. 
Are we reaching you? 


The registration fee for cars in 
New York ranges from $15 to $20. 
In New Jersey and Maryland it is 
$15. Ohio’s price is $10. West V ir­ 
ginia charges $ 17. 
The light . . . . it shines?

The cost of a driver’s license is 
$2 in Arkansas, Maine, Mississippi, 
Delaware, Oklahoma, and Rhode Is ­ 
land. It is $2.50 in Vermont. New 
Jersey and Connecticut have a $3 
price. 
This isn’t our idea. It comes in a 
brochure neatly put out by the Penn­ 
sylvania Department of Highways. 
And we are using it to hit you in the 
head, so as to prepare you for what 
might have been a shock when you 
felt the pass at your purse. 


clear. The price of motoring is 
going up in Pennsylvania. 


And if it hasn’t gone up since 1949, 
and if we are behind many other 
states in the quality of our highways, 
why the delay? Though we wouldn’t 
pretend to make sense out of this 
conglomeration of millions as pre­ 
sented by the Highway Department, 
we get one vital point. 
The price has been the same too 
long, and our highways look it. If 
$8 more a year for car and driver, 
and a cent more per gallon for gas­ 
oline will remedy the situation we 
see our duty and will chart our 
course. 
We are looking fora small foreign 
job that bums about one-thirtieth 
of a gallon to go a mile, needs no 
anti-freeze, 
and has an outboard 
motor for the deeper puddles. 
Batten the hatches, 
fatten the 
batches (of tourists), 
and avast

(We probably shouldn’t mention it 
here, but the cost of your car in­ 
surance also is going up 17 percent 
this year.) 
* * * 
(And you know what motorist is 
going to pay more federal gasoline 
taxes to provide those matching 
funds?) 
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The addition of one more cent 
to your gasoline price per gallon 
would provide the state with $31 
million a year. A $5 expansion of 
your registration fee would yield 
$17-1/2 million. A $2 increase ($2 
we said, making it $3 a year) would 
produce $11 million. 
That adds up to what the Depart­ 
ment says it needs, $59-1/2 million 
to put alongside the $45 million it 
now has available from its motor 
fund for the construction program. 
This makes a total of $104-1/2 
million to put with $144.9 million 
which the federal government will 
provide. 
If we don’t do this we won’t get 
the federal matching aid. If we do, 
the total is about $250 million.

The quarter of a billion is what 
the state needs to carry out a 12- 
year construction program, totaling 
$3 billion. This also will rebuild and 
reconstruct 5,000 miles of 
the 
state’s 21,000 miles of IOO per cent 
state financed roads, or 417 miles 
a year. And that is only six miles 
per county. It will rebuild only half 
the restricted and obsolete bridges 
which now number 4,600. 
In the state are 1,500 miles of 
interstate highways, 5,700 miles of 
primary and urban highways, 13,100 
miles of secondary roads, and the 
21,000 miles of state roads, for a 
total of 41,600 miles. 
There are 22,000 bridges, includ­ 
ing the 4,600 restricted and obsolete 
structures we have mentioned.

This is not enough in today’s fat­ 
tening economy, but it is a base on 
which to plan.

so that home furnishing replace­ 
ments will be minimized it can live 
very nicely.

ficult to manage than if you were 
accustomed to less. 
There now is an effort being made 
to provide health insurance for those 
who have reached the age 65. This 
all of us should be supporting. A few 
pennies out of your pay and you not 
only will have a basic income but you 
also will have medical and doctor 
bills covered when they are most apt 
to be coming your way. 
This will be opposed, of course, 
because 
many fear that the next 
stop will be to provide health insur­ 
ance for all of us through monthly 
payroll deductions. This is being 
done by some nations and at a very 
low price. It also will be done in the 
United States, but not until a few 
years of abuse have been suffered 
by those who favor such a humane 


practice. 
Meanwhile, Canada has health in­ 
surance for the family at$4 a month.

P U B L IC B E W A R E 
A creeping effort to make borough, 
city, county, and school purchases 
possible without letting the public 
know and without the benefit of bid? 
is very evident in Pennsylvania. And 
progress is being made which the 
public should oppose. 
About eight years ago the first step 
was taken when the purchase price 
at which bids must be obtained and 
legal notices published was raisec 
from $500 to $750. This seemed 
practical because governing bodies 
often had to act quickly for small 
operating 
purchases, 
and prices 


were going up. 
Third class cities in 1957 had this 
lim it raised to $1,000. Which means 
that in many municipalities today a 
department can buy up to $1,000 
worth of a m aterial or service with­ 
out asking for bids and without ad­ 
vertising for those bids. 
Now the effort is being made to 
raise this to $1,500! If the third 
class cities get this one through 
the legislature, others will follow. 
F o r operating efficiency we ap­ 
prove ordinary purchases without 
constant advertising and within a 
practical figure. But this is getting 
a little large. There are many m ajor 
purchases w’hich can be made for 
$1500, 
and 
much 
unsatisfactory 
equipment can be obtained for that 


figure. 
And if no concerted effort is made 
to block this advance, another year 
or two will see it jumped to $2,000. 
How far this legislation has moved 
in Harrisburg we do not know, but 
it was due for the senate this week. 
If the senate passes it, you can urge 


a veto. 
What is most amazing about this 
is the ease with which Harrisburg 
puts this kind of thing through when 
really 
constructive 
legislation is 
stalled for months. House B ill 1453 
is the one we are discussing. It was 
introduced on Monday night, A pril 
27, referred to committee the next 
morning, 
and was reported from 
committee the following day, April 
29. Whose logs are being rolled?

Incumbency, door-pounding, and 
subtle party maneuvering were the 
obvious factors in Iuesday’s pri­ 
maries. There also was some inde­ 
pendent thinking, as evidenced in the 
county commissioner race where 
Blain Mead, who is very much dis­ 
approved in many COP circles, led 
the race with a total of 3799. His 
positive term apparently paid off 
and the best the organization could 
do was nominate one of its two 
candidates, Clarence Akeley, who 
received 3558, Chris 
utze, the 
other party choice, had 2 M3. 
The commissioner race was nota 
clear-cut case of incumbents versus 
challengers, lf Mead had been as 
negative in his official activities as 
was the case with L. L. Johnson, 
he would have lost. Johnson was third 
with 2784. The unheralded Frank 
Darrow got 8/6. 
Lew Crippen proved his record’s 
strength and the Democrat party 
showed some power in the commis­ 
sioner competition. The chosen two 
were Crippen and William L. Martin. 
They walked into the nomination with 
1892 and 1260, respectively. Mark 
Summerson and Ervine N. Branch 
received 983 and 783. This reduces 
the chances of a GOP maneuver to 
split tickets in an effort to name a 
Democrat friend. There isn’t one. 
T h e incumbents spread them­ 
selves thin in the prothonotary con­ 
test where Warren Lowe was the 
GOP nominee with 2971 votes. His 
closest opponent was Robert Ritchie 
who had 1931. Larry Linder got 
1563 and Prothonotary Ralph Sires* 
received 1417. 
Ritchie, Linder, and Sires are 
holding county offices today and all 
are considered party men. Mr. Lowe 
also received some support from 
Senator L. E. Chapman who many 
consider to be the strongest poli­ 
tician in Warren county.

Allen, surprised many with an easy 
victory in the race for that office. 
He had 3338 votes. His greatest 
challenge came from Pat Ferrie 
who pounded nearly every door in 
the county in a very energetic cam­ 
paign for 2212 votes. Allen probably 
would have been even stronger if a 
former deputy, Sandy Secor, had not 
been in the field. Sandy earned 
1688. Clayton Rhoades had 768. 
Gurney Ball had been around poli­ 
tics too long and had too many 
friends who owed him allegience for 
an independent like Bob Geiger to go 
far against him in the register and 
recorder race. The old pro received 
4651 to Geiger’s 3030. Geiger had no 
party support, though he had been 
led to believe when he lost the last 
election that there would be some 
help for him this time. He did win 
in Warren, 1477 to 1461, 
William E. Rice continued his 
political ascendency by leading the 
Republican ticket with 49 54. His un­ 
known, unsupported, and politically 
weak opponent, Ralph H. Dyke, had 
2662. 


The Warren borough council re­ 
ceived no help from its constituents 
in the fluoridation issue. Warren 
voted 1278 against it and 1263 in 
favor, a difference of only 15 votes. 
If the many who didn’t vote because 
they forgot or couldn’t findthe place 
on the machines had done so we 
believe the margin would have been 
slightly in favor of the proposal. 
As it now stands council does not 
have a clear mandate and must act 
as it should have in the first place. 
This is not a government by referen­ 
dum and officials must have the 
courage to do what is best for the 
public despite a lack of understand­ 
ing on the part of many citizens.

Possibily in deference to broad­ 
casting’s “ equal-time” tradition, 
John Crosby has generously offered 
me equal space to discuss a re ­ 
cent column of his on my keynote 
address at this year’s convention 
of t h e National Association of Broad­ 
casters. 
I am grateful for the op­ 
portunity to confirm what his col­ 
umn suggested: 
that he and I are 
in fundamental disagreement over 
the character of the national tele­ 
vision audience. 
“ I have yet,” wrote Mr. Crosby, 
“ to run down that ‘mass audience 
who sit there lapping up The Price 
Is Right’ and screeching for more 
of same. 
I think people ACCEPT 
‘The Price Is Right’ with varying 
degrees of indifference. 
In my opinion, the American tel­ 
evision fan is not the passive and 
indifferent citizen that Mr. Crosby 
suggests. 
I believe that watching 
television normally involves a con­ 
scious act of selection, and that 
no program ever maintains a large 
audience 
t h r o u g h 
indifference. 
Surely it is stretching to attribute 
the success of “ The Price Is Right ’ 
to viewer indifference. Is it indif­ 
ference when as many as 1,000,000 
Americans a week mail in post­ 
cards to that single show. No more 
so, I believe, than when readers 
in droves enter theTangletown Puz­ 
zle contest of the New York Herald 
Tribune or s i m i l a r circulation- 
building projects in other newspap­ 
ers that carry Mr. Crosby’s col­ 
umn. 


* * * 
Today, 81 per cent of American 
TV set owners can choose from 
at least four channels. With the 
daytime “ The Price Is Right, 
for 
example, one of the competing net­ 
work programs is “ I Love Lucy” — 
re-runs, true, but still a program 
that Mr. Crosby indicates is ac­ 
ceptable even to intellectuals. 


But even if Lucy re-runs, or the 
programs of other channels, are 
not to the viewer’s taste, does in­ 
difference still chain him to 
The 
Price Is Right” ? 
Sociologists say 
we live in the midst of the richest 
variety of leisure-time activities 
in the history of mankind — and all 
of them complete with television. 
We can listen to the radio or the 
phonograph, go to a movie or a 
bowling alley, read “ Dr Zhivago” 
or the latest magazine, play bridge 
or study the stock market, prac­ 
tice puttingor photography or scores 
of other hobbies -- or read news­ 
papers. 
When tens of millions of 
people tune consistently to one tele­ 
vision program, I believe they are 
making a deliberate selection over 
a vast array of alternatives. 
The mass audience is anything but 
the faceless blob or the row of 
ciphers that the phrase suggests 
when it prompts Mr. Crosby to ask: 
“ Hath not a mass eyes? Hath not a 
mass ears?” 
Indeed it does 
in fact, more eyes and ears than 
anyone else. 
It consists, after all, 
of the same people who make up 
perhaps the most selective and most 
vocal political electorate in the 
world. 
It is an articulate mass, 
quick to register like or dislike. 
On some happy day, I hope, Mr. 
Crosby will come forth and con­ 
fess that when he criticizes broad­ 
casters for much of their popular 
entertainment fare, he really means 
to criticize papular taste. 
And 
there is no reason he should don 
sackcloth to do so. The fact that 
his own preferences often depart 
from popular taste in no sense 
makes him a less worthy critic.

I hop* ^his effort will ^ 
produce a new two-way information­ 
al bridge between broadcasters and 
the public, including those groups 
who voice dissatisfaction with to­ 
day’s fare. 
From it we hop* to 
learn more of how all elements of 
the public feel about television. And, 
above all, we hop* to obtain that 
knowledge within a framework of 
genuine public understanding of the 
task we try to p*rform. 
If it comes to us within that 
framework, w e feel it wi l l be 
enormously helpful in shaping tele­ 
vision’s future.

The job facing the television in­ 
dustry as I see it is to attempt to 
reconcile more effectively the vary­ 
ing, and often contradictory, tastes 
of the national audience — includ­ 
ing those of Mr. Crosby. 
And we 
must do so, not by abdicating under 
the whip of criticism our primary 
responsibility to majority tastes but 
by seeking areas where all tastes 
can be satisfied more effectively. 
In my NAB sp*ech at Chicago I 
suggested that the industry embark 
on a communications effort to seek, 
from all groups, a clearer under­ 
standing of television’s role in our 
society. 
After only eleven years, 
television 
has become the first 
“ total” mass medium. The ques­ 
tions surrounding its op*ration are 
many and complex, and they call 
for some calm reflection. 
Why 
should mass entertainment, per se, 
become a p h r a s e of almost ill 
repute? 
How can we achieve a 
more effective program mix to sat­ 
isfy both majority and minority de­ 
sires? 
Everybody I’ve met in this in­ 
dustry wants to find better answers 
to these questions. That was a pri­ 
mary purpose for the communica­ 
tions effort I proposed — not, as 
some of the more superficial ob­ 
servers of the medium have sug­ 
gested, to" whitewash” our“ medio-

The Burgess and Town Council of 
the Borough of Warren hereby enacts 
and ordains as follows: 
SECTION I. Adoption of Fire P re­ 
vention Code. 
There is hereby adopted by the 
Borough of Warren for the purpose 
of prescribing regulations governing 
conditions hazardous to life and 
property from fire or explosion, 
that certain code known as the Fire 
Prevention Code, A. E., recom ­ 
mended by the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, being particu­ 
larly the 1956 edition thereof and 
the whole thereof, save and except 
such portions as are hereinafter 
deleted, modified or amended (by 
Section 5 of this Ordinance), of which 
Code not less than three copies 
have been and now are filed in the 
office of the Borough Secretary and 
the same are hereby adopted and in­ 
corporated as fully as if set out at 
length herein, and from the date on 
which this Ordinance shall take ef­ 
fect, the provisions thereof shall be 
controlling within the limits of the 
Borough of Warren. 
SECTION 2. Enforcement. 
The Code hereby adopted shall be 
enforced by the Chief of the Fire De­ 
partment. The Chief of the Fire De­ 
partment may detail such members 
of the Fire Department as inspectors 
as shall from time to time be neces­ 
sary. 
SECTION 3. Definition. 
Wherever the word “ Municipality” 
is used in the Code hereby adopted, 
it shall be held to mean the Borough 
of Warren. 
SECTION 
4. 
Establishment of 
Limits of Districts In Which Storage 
of Flammable Liquids In Outside 
Above Ground Tanks And Bulk Stor­ 
age Of Liquefied Petroleum Gases 
Is To Be Restricted. 
The limits referred to in Section 
904a of the Code hereby adopted in 
which storage of flammable liquids 
in outside above ground tanks is 
prohibited, and the limits referred 
to in Section 1104 of the Code here­ 
by adopted in which bulk storage of 
liquefied petroleum gas is restrict­ 
ed, are hereby established as fol­ 
lows: R -l Residential Districts, R - 
2 Residential Districts, R-3 R esi­ 
dential Districts, C -l Commercial 
D istricts, C-2 Commercial Dis­ 
tricts, and C-3, Commercial Dis­ 
tricts as now or hereafter defined 
in Warren Borough Zoning Ordi­ 
nance of 1951, as amended. 
SECTION 5. Amendments Made In 
The Code Hereby Adopted. 
The Code hereby adopted is amend­ 
ed and changed in the following re ­ 
spects: 
Article 6 which deals with Explo­ 
sives is hereby deleted in its en­ 
tirety. 
SECTION 6. Modifications. 
The Chief of the Fire Department 
shall have power to modify any of 
the provisions of the Code hereby 
adopted upon application in writing 
by the owner or lessee, or his duly 
authorized agent, when there are 
practical difficulties in the way of 
carrying out the strict letter of the 
Code, provided that the spirit of the 
Code shall be observed, public safe­ 
ty secured and substantial justice 
done. The particulars of such modi­ 
fication when granted or allowed 
and the decision of the Chief of the 
, Fire Department thereon shall be 
entered upon the records of the 
Department and a signed copy shall 
be furnished the applicant. 
SECTION 7. Permits. 
a. Applications for permits re ­ 
quired by this Code shall be made 
at the office of the Borough Secre­ 
tary in such form and detail as pre­ 
scribed by the Chief of the Fire 
Department. 
b. The fee for each permit shall be 
One ($1.00) Dollar payable at the 
time the permit is issued. 
c. A permit shall be issued foran 
indefinite period and shall not be 
transferrable. Any change in use or 
occupancy of the premises shall re 
quire a new permit.

d. Permits shall be at all times 
kept on the premises designated 
therein, and shall at all times be 
subject to inspection by any officer 
of the Fire or Police Departments. 
e. One permit only shall be re ­

kept in the establishment at any one 
time, but each of the m aterials shall 
De listed in the permit. 
SECTION 8. Appeals. 
Whenever theChiefof the Fire De­ 
partment shall disapprove an appli­ 
cation or refuse to grant a permit 
pplied for, or when it is claimed 
that the provisions of the Code do 
not apply or that the true intent and 
meaning of the Code have been m is­ 
construed or wrongly interpreted, 
the applicant may appeal from the 
decision of the Chief of the Fire De­ 
partment to Public Safety Committee 
of the Warren Borough Council with­ 
in thirty (30) days from the date of 
the decision appealed. The Public 
Safety Committee shall, on hearing 
such an appeal, have jurisdiction and 
authority by a majority vote of said 
Committee to affirm, reverse or 
modify any ruling of the Chief of the 
ire Department appealed from. The 
action of the said Public Safety Com­ 
mittee of the Warren Borough Coun­ 
cil shall be final. 
SECTION 9. Penalties. 
a. Any person who shall violate any 
of the provisions of the Code hereby 
adopted or fail to comply therewith, 
or who shall violate or fail to 
comply with any order made there­ 
under, or who shall build in violation 
of any detailed statement of speci­ 
fications or plans submitted and 
approved thereunder, or any cer­ 
tificate or permit issued there­ 
under, and from which no appeal 
has been taken, or who shall fail 
to comply with such an order as 
affirmed or modified by the Public 
Safety Committee of the Warren 
Borough Council, within the time 
fixed herein, upon conviction there­ 
of in a summary proceeding, for 
any and every violation thereof, shall 
be sentenced to pay a fine of not 
more than One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars and costs of prosecution, 
and, in default of payment of such 
fine and costs, to imprisonment 
in the County jail for not more than
